There are great differences in (he en- 
ergy expres.scd in mcn'.s grips.

Some months 
ago 1 was in ihe presence of a very fam- 
ous doctor, and one of his tesls of my eoii- 
dllioii wa.s to measure tlie power of my 
grip.

I am afraid my grip did not hurt him. He 
gave no Kigii that (he pre.ssure awoke a 
single iKTve. He was .silent, but I .sup- 
pose he drew guiding inference from the 
weakness of the grasp. Health registers 
itself in tenacity; sickness writes its re- 
cord in limp and nerveless hands. 

Tl>cre are two ways of laying hold of a 
sword. There in King George's way when 
he i.s IranKforming common men into 
knights. There is not pressure enough on

it rests. That is one way. 
The other way is Ihe 
w;iy of one of King Ar- 
thur's iuiights when he 
raises his sword to smile 
a foe, and cleaves a hel- 
met as lie would divide 
n filbert.

and enlivening in tho streots? Ts that 
how I seize the bell-ropes when I ring out 
(he Gospel nuisic, or do 1 finger (hem 
lightly and lazily, .so that people scarcely 
know' the bells are ringing, and itiey ilo 
not stop to hear?

We've got matter& mixeB- thinga with men, small with 
great, aelt with Otliets, time witb eternity. 

We need a Second Toueh! 

SCRIPTURAL DOCTRINE 
Now we ot The Army are num- 
bered among those who believe in 
a Second Touch. Primarily this is 
not Army Doctrine, it is rather 
Bible Law. For instance, read Bph. 
5: :i5-2B, "Christ also loved the churcn, 
and gave Himself for it." Sanctify 
what? Tire church. Who constitute 
the church? Read Eph. 1: 23, "The 
churcht which is His body." Who 
make up "the body?" 1 Cor. 12: 27, 
"Ye are the body"— that is, "you who 
believe in Him savingly, are con- 
verted, and whose lives are changed. 
This is the "first touch"— a life-giv- 
ing one. But we learn here that 
Christ died to sanctify the church, 
or the "first touched" ones. The 
second touch, therefore, Is the 
sanctifying of the Christian, or the 
clarifying of his vision and purifying 
of his heart. 

Now the Second Touch is hut a 
figure of tlie more wholesome and 
dignified word — "sanctlflcation." As, 
to Its meaning — what ■ d'jes Webstar 
say? 1.— To maKe sacred or holy; 
to set apart for a holy or religious 
„se 2— TO make free from sin, or the act ot God's grace by which the 
affections of men are purified. Praetlcally all Christian pulpits preach 
the first half ot sanctlflcation; hut those who emphasize the second half 
are hut 'tew -and generally held in reproach. It has ever been thus— the 
person who cannot dlBtinguish between a man and a tree decries againat 
him who can. 

NO "ROOTS"— "NO SHOOTS" 
Now lust fellow me and notice the necessity for the aocond half ot 
that definition, or The Second Touch. Resultant from the Fall We are all 
born in sin. Psalm Bl: 5. This inborn disposition to sm is inherited. 
For it you are not responsible. It was inbred In your heart by no voli- 
tion of your own. This is a "root." Theologians call it "original sin" 
(but thank God where there's original sin there Is also original Graiel) 
In later years you grew to the age ot responsihillty. You rebelled agaiDSt 
mother's wishes, cheated at school exams, or blackened a schoolmate's 
eye. It was thus that the germ of sin you Inherited began to sprout, re- 
sulting in deliberate aets of wrong, or committed sin. Now. it inherited 
sin is a "root," then committed sin is the "shoot." 

It Is the saving (first) touch ot Christ that cuts off the "shoots" or 
sinful acts. "He that is Ijorn of God doth not commit sin. U is the 
sanctity Ine (aecondl touch ot Christ that extracts the " ro°ts ij^hich 
cauBO the "shoots." It there are no "roots" there will bo no anoets. 
Hallelujah! 

SIN— INHERITED AND COMMITTED 
Notice further. Why ask God to "forgive" inherited sin? It is not 
vour tault that It la there-so does not require His pardon. Why a-k God 
to "yeanse" committed sin? It Is done. It can be forglven-not cleansed. 
Thus lu iL very nature of Ihir.gs tliat sin tor v.-hick you arc rcoponciblc 
requires the forgiveness ot Ood; while that inborn nature passed on to you 
through countlCBF generations of the human family, that nature requires 
cleanBlng. Sanctlflcation then Is the cleansing out ot the polluted 
"rof?l" that you Inherited. This is wrought subaenuent to Salvation. It 
reniiires the first toueh ot Christ to open one's eyes to the Tact that a 
se-ond touch is required. "First pardon, then purity" is the divme 
order Now, It as many maintain, J<8uq Christ eannot 'ieliver entirely 
from the result of the Fall, then 1 say, he vuho caused thu Fall, Satan, Is 
greater in power than Jesus Christ. 

HOLINESS OR HELL 
Again— It Jesus cannot deliver us from all sla and into Heaven, then 
Satan will deliver us from all good and Into Hell. But Paul asserts In 
writing Tltua, "He (Jesus) gave Hlroaelf for us that He might redeem us 
ffom all Iniquity," Note— "From all Iniquity," not from Hell. Hell l8| 
mei-ely an effect of that which necessitates the iirst toucli, S-LN. 
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\a^ Mac. Put it here, old hoy. 
* '^ So glad to see you.

God is love.' llasy 
good, well-meaning Christiana fall 
into the same error and become pure, 
ly sentimental instead oE sensible. 

"Christ is the LAMB ot fiod, and 
Christ is the LION of the tribe at 
Judnh, and these two pliasies ot His 
Character are manifested in His Life. 
As Lamb ot God, He is led to the 
slaughter for sin. As Lion. He is an- 
nounced as the One who will rule tli« 
natioaa with a rod ot iron ami uosli 
them to pieces (Pea.

Standing on thiF onP-tiiriR wnsle in 
the East End of the MPtropolis, it 
was tbrillinK to spp (lie clustciB of 
tri-color banners .swpop into view 
from North and South, nml from East 
and West— it w.tr the jrathering home 
again af the Flaps which have pone 
around the world. They came in 
triumph; their honor.-, stre many and 
Cod-glotifying. Significant, too, wag 
the sopg with which the International 
Staff Band swept past the saluting 
base, In leading home the first eoUimn 
in the afternoon. "We are marching 
on," they ployed. And that must be 
so, for though wc are humbly proud 
of the achievements of the days gone 
by, they must serve hut to hearten us 
for the flght to which we forward go 
— ever on and on, an Army brave. 

Something of an inversion of the 
natural order was seen in the after- 
noon, when the coming Army first 
toolc- the field, and all phases of 
Young People's Work demonstrated 
their Joy In this Anniversary Day, 
Young People's Bands and Singings 
Companies, Life-Saving Scouts, 



Guards, Chums, and Sunbeams, from 
the five London Divisions, arrived on 
the Whitecha'pel Road, on foot and in 
tableau lorries, and, surging past The 
Army's Leaders, entered the Great 
Assemhi.v Hall. The representatives 
of the East London Division had 
actually hrought with them a gang of 
of tattered ragamuf- 
fins from Shoreditch 
— real flrst-tlr.iera. 
And when all the pro- 
cessionists had enter- 
ed, a wonderful ric- 
ture was revealed. 
Fully four thousand 
Young People, smiliag 
over the ereat floor- 
space and fllliug the 
two steep galleries, 
faced the OenerHl 
who, with .Mrs. Booth 
and a number of 
leading Officers, occu- 
pied the high plat- 
form. 

Having read, in a 
manner that made all 
to understand, the 
Bible-story of the 
workers who were 
Ciilled to the labor of 
the vineyard in the 
third hour, and the 
sixth hoiti', and so on, 
the General proeeeded 
to tell that virile uurt- 
Jence how he hail been 
thinking that day of 
hiF father — The Army 
Pounder. "He went 
out everywhere tell- 
ing the people to work 
—tor God. for the 
people, for their Sal- 
vation. I like to think 
of him out here on 
the Mile End Waste," 
continued the Gener- 
n1, "savins to all "-ho 
would give him a 
hearing: 'Go and work 
tor so'ula.' " 

Major Bernard 
Booth told of the dif- 
ficulties which loomed 
before the youthful William Booth 
when he began to work for God and 
souls and Major A. Oraborn sang a 
song of hiK own composition. 

The song which Colonel McMiihsn 
gave out for the opening exercise of 
the soul was famous and well chosen: 
"O hoiindless Salvation!" 

A (juick step and the General was 
at tho rail, his countenance aglow, as 
he explained th,1t thif; historic occa- 
sion was to he utilized for the dedi- 
cation to God and The Army of the 
infant hon of Adjutant Wycliffe Booth 
and his wife— "a Booth of the fourth 
generation," (Applause.) "It is a 
grand thing for any child." the Gen- 
eral continued, "that those who love 
It best should bring it to God. And 
we have thought It fitting to bring 
this dear little one close to the very 
spot where the Founder beirpn tho 
work of The Army, and here to pre- 
.sent him to Cod for Salvation Ber- 
vlcc." 

Dedication ceremonle.s are alu-ny-s 
interesting, but this evening Stuart 
Wycliffe, as he Is named, chose to 
make the event additionally chai m- 
Ing by hlR own bright participation 
therein, tor while the General stood 
before that great company, flanked by 
his Bon and daughter-in-law, with the 
world-travelled International FlaK hold 
over all, the little one followed, to all 



seeming, the proceedings. Anfl when 
tho General had declared, with emo- 
tion-charged accents: "I receive your 
dear child into the service of The 
Salvation Army and the service of 
God, and I take him to dedicate him 
to that serviee," the winsome bahy 
appeared to he conscious of what was 
taking place, and the General added, 
addressing the child, "My dear Stuait, 
I take you to he a Soldier of The 
Army for Christ's sake, praying that 
you may ever ho true to the highest 
desires we can have for you!" 

The British Commissioner was 
deeply moved as she prayed: "0 God. 
our Father, the Father of all who will 
seek Thee, we ask Thy blessing OD 
our dear grandson— on dear Staart 
Wycliffe.

For the 
flght amongst the ungodly strengthen 
us; inspire us afresh to preach Thy 
gospel. Thy word of love!" 

Adjutant WycltlTe declared Ihat his 
highest wish tor his son was Ihat he 
might be worthy of the plac^c which 
God had grante<l lo him. Then, re- 
terring to Captain Miriam, li),s ilrarly- 
loved sister, who pointed him lo .Icsus. 
and on the anuiversary of whose 
Promotion to Glory Stuart «.is lioni. 
he added: "I sincerely wish that he 
might have her loving, warrior-spirit 
and her devotion to The Army! " 

Mrs. Wycliffe Bcoth a!uo upolcc, out 
of an overflowing heart, of her grati- 
tude to Cod tor this precious gift 
which she'-had now given up to the 
service and glory of God. ".'My hue 
band and 1 wish that he may grow 
to be an apostle, following the prin- 
ciples of The Army, to go gladly 
wherever Cod may wish to send him!" 

I»ieiit.-Commissioner Peyron, one of 
the grandfathars of the newly-dedi- 
cated baby, speaking in French, with 
Adjutant Wycliffe acting as Inter- 
preter, told the beautiful story of bow 
his father and family came info eoD- 
tact with The Army Founder. 

In his closing address, rich with the 
:hoicest memories of his father in 
those tar-back days of misrepresenta- 
tion and execration, the General 
touched every heart. "I've .stood out 
there by his Bjde," he said, "as the 
street sweepings have been hurled at 
him, !!nd I've seen Joy opnrkllns In 
his eye all the time. He was a good 
fighter; he knew how to take a blow 
1 come hack here to-dny and reflect 
upon all that the world hps repplvprt 
through bin faithfulness, a.irt f llnd 
that tiny trickle of blessing which ho 
set flowing has spread throuffh all 
the world." 

In all this there was to be seen the 
effects of the gracious influence which 
Catherine Booth, The Army Mother, 
had exercised on The Army through 
the Pounder. "She made a magnlfl- 
cent match for him," the General add- 
ed; "theirs was a wonderful union!"

The Offlcers' cottages, which 
form three sides of a square and 
(ace the campus, are ot bunealow 
t>pc and very attractive. Roomy 
verandahs, completely enclosed 
ftlth mosquito-screening and fitted 
ftlth hammocke and roekers, are a 
ane feature o£ every cottage. The 
Installation of electricity on the 
grounds forms part of this season's 
Improvements and is a distinct ad- 
vantage. There are three additional 
cottages this year.

On the fringe of 
the Grove wanders a little tollow with Ilaxen hair and blue eyes. As he picka 
hiB way among the trees and buahcs. plucking Powers and esaiiilninR with 
childish interest the manoeuvres of the ants, he hums softly to himself. Ho 
Is the picture of perfect contentment. Forgotten is the hot, narrow street and 
the desolate place callod home. His joy is complete. 

Sitting on the grass in the shade of an apple-tree is a group of girls. They 
are Einglng a chorus, taught by "the Captain" (Adjutant Harpley, who, with 
."r=. Harpley, liab chui'na of Uiia huge raifilly). And this Is the clicr-.jr;; 

"My heart is now God's garden fair, 
And heavenly things are planted there; 

Llllos of purity, roseu ot love. 
Flowers that lilooiu lu Gml's garden alove." 

In the meadow la much activity. The boys are pjaying bosketbal!. They 
enter Into the game with such zest and vim that other children have been. 
attracted and they cheer lustily for their particular favorites. 

Among these children are many who recite and sing very cleverly. Bach 
li.itch gives a public program on a certain pre-arranged evening before they 
leave the Camp. At the rehearsal for one of these a rather original lad stood 
up and recited what he claimed was a poem ot his own composition and 
Mhlch caused considerable laughter. It ron thus:

Through the generosity ot a friend in Toronto, treats of ice cream are glvon 
to each batch and a. boat is loaned for the season, for which kindness the' 
young campers voice a hearty "Thanks!" 

On .Tuly 7lh the Camp was suddenly enlivened by the incoming ot about 
one hundred uniformed Life-Saving Scout.-i, who made the Camp their happy 

homo tor two weeks. The fonts 
which they occupy are arranged in 
au are on the eampus, and facing 
the flag-pole, assume quite a mili- 
taristic aspect. Theirs is what 
might be termed a "busy holiday." 
All that pOBslhly can be, is packed 
into the time between "Reveillo" 
and "Lights Out," as a glaiiM at 
the Territorial Organizer's plan of 
work reveals. To converse with 
this responsible personage. Adju- 
tant Herbert Porter, is to discover 
that he haa the essentials ot Scout- 
: craft at his frnger-tips, and he as- 
suredly has the interest of every 
boy at heart. He understands hoys, 
and the ready response given him 
on their part prove,s that they 
recognize him as a Leader to bo 
trusted. 

The bugler Bounds "Reveille" at 
G.30 a.m., which is tho signal for 
many sleepy yawns and tired 
srcans. Ccrcnionia! fUis-raiElng 
takes place nt seven and from then 
until breakfast, at 7.30, general 
duiies such as peeling potatoes and 
cleaning the grounds arc engaged 
in. At 9.30 tents are inspected and 
points awarded for neatness and geueral elliciency. Notice is also taken ot 
the honest endeavor ot the younger bo.vs and eneouragement is given. Scout- 
ing games for ebaractcr building are indulged in at 10 o'clock. For instance, 
H treasure hunt is Instituted, the idea being to teach the boys to think inde- 
pendently. They are given Instructions to proceed to a certain location. Here 
tl'.cy llnd further iuKtructionc written in mystic signs and directing them to 
another point, where ouce again a plan of procedure Is found. This occurs 
frequently until the destination in finally readied and the treasure is discov- 
ereri. Twelve o'clock is lunch-time. A rest period follows and the boys as- 
semble in the Grove. Here, leclureR on various phases o£ Scouting, such as 
wood-eraft, lire-lighting by friction, forestry, neld-measurcnicnts, camp-coqk- 
iiig and numerons other useful subjects are given. The subject of ForestSy, 
for n.xaniiile. brings heforf? Hie boy the gresitnoKS of Canada's resources in 
this direction and the tremendous wastapfc which oecurs annually through 
forest lircs, in large measure the result or grn-jR npijii^oneo ThuK (lip ctin. 
tion, "One tree may make a million matches; one match may destroy a mil- 
lion trees," is especially applicable.
